Fourteen major taxing agen- 
cies of the Quad-City area have 
adopted operating budgets call- 
ing for expenditure of $1,344,736 
more during their current fis- 
cal year than during their fis- 
cal periods of 1969-70, a Press- 
Record survey revealed today. 

Budgets and appropriations 
of all 14 districts for the cur- 
rent fiscal year total $33,790,- 
987, 

Last year’s budgeted expen- 
ditures “for the same agencies 
totaled $32,446, This year’s 
total appropriations for all 14 
districts represent an overall 
increase of $10,808,164 over 
budget totals of two years ago 

the 1968-69 fiscal. 

Specificall. ll of the tax 
bodies boosted their appropria- 
tions by a total of $2,760,033 


but three others—the city of 
Granite City, the city of Madi- 
son and Chouteau township— 
cut their budgets for a total of 
$1,415,297 to leave a net in- 
crease of $1,344,736. 

Costs Determine Rates 

The appropriation bill: of the 
14 tax agencies form the basis 
of tax levies which will be ap- 
plied by the county’ clerk's of- 
fice soon against new property 
values to determine tax rates 
for the 1970 year. These rates 
will be applied in extending tax 
bills to be collected next sum- 
mer. 

Higher appropriations which, 
in turn, require higher tax 
levies to meet, projected expen 
ditures, appear certain to con- 
front area tax bodies with 
serious financial problems dur 
ing the coming year because of 
decreased property valuations 


caused by amendments to the 
assessing laws approved by the 
General Assembly in 1969. 


reflects a continued pattern of 
constantly increasing govern- 
mental operating costs in the 
Quad-Cities, with much of the 
increase represented in appro- 
priztions to meet salary boosts. 
Area growth and expansion 
dictating a need for expanded 
public services in every phase 
of operation also account for 
rising budget figures. 

Of the total amount appro- 
priated by all 14 Quad-City tax 
bodies, 73% is earmarked for 
expenditure for school purposes 
in Granite City district 9, Mad- 
ison district 12 and Venice dis 
trict. 3—with Granite City’s 
budget increase representing

In addition the voters have 
the task of deciding whether 
the death penalty should be 
abolished in Illinois, whether 
the voting age should be iaw- 
ered to 18, whether Supreme, 
Appellate and Circuit Court 
judges should be appointed by 
the Governor or elected after 
being nominated in primary 
elections or by petition, and 
whether the 177 imémbers of 
the House of Representatives 
should be elected by cumulative 
voting in multi-member districts 
or by single member district 
straight voting. 

Effective Date July 1 

The yoters’ choices on these 
issues will be written into the 
new document and, if it is ap- 
proved, will become effective 
July 1, 1971. 

The Preamble and Bill of 
Rights Article was revised to 
more fully describe the aims of 
government in the state. All of 
the individual rights in the 1870 
Constitution have been retained. 
The voters’ decision on the 
death penalty will be included 
in this article. J 

The Suffrage and Elections 
Article reduces the state resi- 
dency requirement for voting 
from one year to six months 
and eliminates any countyyresi- 
dency requirement. The General 
Assembly may require _resi- 
dence in the eléction district of 
not moré than 30 days and may 
prescribe shorter residency re- 
quirements if it feels necessary 
under the proposed constitution. 
Lowering the voting age to 18 
will be included in this article 
if it is approved Tuesday. 

The Executive Article is one 
of the most drastically changed 
sections of the constitution. It 
makes all executive officials 
elected on four-year terms. be: 
ginning in. 1978 to avoid presi 
dential election years. The gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor 
are to be elected jointly, re-

Scott Heads Move 
For Consumer 
Protection Act 


Illinois Attorney General Wil- 
liam J. Scott is taking the lead 
in efforts to draft a tough con- 
sumer protection act that will 
be submitted for adoption by 
the 50 states. 

Scott met last week at O'Hare 
Inn in Chicago with members 
of the National Conference of 
Commissioners on Uniform 
State Laws to discuss provisions 
of the proposed’ uniform Con- 
sumer Sales Practices Act. Al- 
bert E. Jenner heads the wi 
form state laws commission. 

A consumer - protection act. 
drafted by the commission was 
rejected earlier by the. Mid- 
western Conference of Attorneys 
General as “‘too soft.” Howard 
Kaufman, chief of Scott’s Con- 
sumer Protection Division, is 
chairman of the midwest A. G. 
conference. 

The meeting was called at 
the request of the Midwestern 
Conference of Attorneys General 
with the goal of drafting a uni- 
form consumer protection act 
that will be submitted for ap- 
proval in February. to the 
American Bar Association in 
Washington, D.C. Following 
American Bar Association ap- 
proval, the act then would \be 
submitted to the legislatures \of 
the 50 states for passage. | 

Attorney General Francis B, 
Burch of Maryland, president 
of the National Association of 
Attorneys General, met with 
Attorney General Scott. at the 
O'Hare Inn this morning. Burch 
and 14 other Attorneys General 
or their representatives attended 
the uniform laws meeting.

State’s Traffic Accident 


Death Toll is Decreasing 


One hundred and ninety-four 
persons were killed in Illinois 
traffic accidents during No- 
vember, according to Public 
Works Director William F, Cel- 
lini. This is a decrease of 12% 
from the 221 reported killed in 
November, 1969. Traffic deaths 
totaled 2,104 during the first 11 
months of this year—220 fewer 
than the 2,324 recorded in the 
corresponding period of 1969. 
Noting that Illinois’ highway 
death toll is the fastest declining 
of any of the 50 states, State 
Police Supt. James T. McGuire 
credited the decline to improved 
state highways, increased use 
of new interstate highways and 
intensified surveillance of roads 
by the state police force, which 
has been enlarged by 200 men.

In Need of Government Financial Help 


America’s railroads will be a 
permanent and necessary part 
of our nation’s transportation 
system, for decades to come, 
but many railway companies 
are presently facing a financial 
crisis which requires govern- 
ment help, according to Jo- 
seph B. Lanterman, chairman 
of Amsted Industries 

Speaking before a luncheon 
meeting of the Automobile, 
Machinery and Metals group of 
the Investment Analysts’ So- 
ciety of Chicago. Lanterman 
noted that, “The railroads con- 
tinue to be the nation’s biggest 
hauler of freight, carrying 41%, 
of the intercity traffic, and un- 
less they are healthy, our econ- 
omy will be not healthy.” 

He said the condition of the 
railrooads is of concern’ to 
Amsted since railroad products 
are an important segment of 
the company’s business. In its 
1970 ‘fiscal year, Amsted’s 
railroad products, such as 
freight car trucks and wheels, 
accounted for $10,700,000 in 
sales,-or 40% of the company’s 
total volume of $274,000,000. 

By 1980, it is expected that 
the railroads will be handling 
one-third more traffic than to- 
day, and Lanterman estimated 
that to keep pace with this de- 
mand, on the average, 75,000 
new freight cars will be needed 
each year. 

“The railroads _ themselves 
have organized a group called 
America's Sound Transporta- 
tion Review Organization (AS- 
TRO), to inform the various 
publics of this impending cri- 
sis,” Lanterman said, Among 
other things, ASTRO recom- 
mends support of two bills re-

Aid to Law Enforcement 
Everyone's Duty -- Howlett 


The entire citizenry, not just 
the police department, should 
work for better law enforce- 
ment, Michael J. Howlett, state 
Auditor of Public Accounts, said 
at a dinner of the Champaign 
County Law Enforcement Offi- 
cers Association in the Karavan 
Club in Rantoul. 

He said the American police- 
man is doing an excellent job 
in spite of poor pay, inadequate 
training, long hours, dangerous 
work and many other handi- 
caps. 

“The burden of law enforce- 
ment should not be just the job 
of the policeman,” he said, “As 
indtyidual citizens, as commu- 
nity leaders, as public officia 
we all have an obligation to im- 
prove the conditions under 
which a policeman must work. 

“We should elect officials who 
insist on énforcing all laws uni- 
formly. Nothing erodes respect 
for law more rapidly than se- 
lective enforcement. 

Loses Respect for Law 
A man who \steps from a 
home with illegal plumbing and 

wiring and then receives a 

ticket for jaywalking is bound to 

lose some respect for law. 

“We should not burden police 
men with still more umenforce- 
able laws. For example, take 
all the laws concerned with al- 
cohol. One in four of all arrests 
is for drunkenness 

“What must it mean to a po- 
liceman who, night after night, 
rounds up the same drunks and 
spends hours booking them? 
Wouldn't it help if we turned 
over this problem, with other 
health problems, to’ the doctors?

Curb Extravagance at 
Universities--Ottwein 


“The recommendation by the 
Illinois Board of Higher Edu- 
cation to increase tuition 
charged by state universities to 
‘one-third of actual cost has the 
entire educational community 
buzzing,” retiring State Senator 
Merrill Ottwein noted last week 
in defending the role of, the 
board. 

“There has been some politi- 
cal exploitation of the issue. 
It's a handy one to speak 
against because no one wants to 
pay, out of pocket, more than 
he has to. But Peter’s pocket 
and Paul's pocket are in the 
same suit of clothes, Let’s ex- 
amine a point or two of per- 
spective, 

“How should tuition be deter- 
mined? What is fair to which 
classes of people? Is a college 
education a ‘right’ to be pro- 
vided, ‘free’ to all comers or 
not? 

“Higher education ‘is expen- 
sive and it’s getting rapidly 
worse as new curricula are 
added, capital expenditures for 
buildings are demanded and 
more people take advantage of 
the opportunities,” Dr. Ottwein 
said e 
“Who benefits? Obviously, 
higher education benefits the 
individual scholar and his so- 
ciety. The question is: If we al- 
Jocate costs to the real bene- 
ficiaries, how much should each 
pay? 

Missourians Attracted 

“Tt is, of course, a judgment 
on which agreement is difficult 
The public currently has the 
lion's share of the costs. The 
board's proposal would raise 
the students’ share to one-third 
of actual costs for Illinois’ resi- 
dents and more for out-of- 
staters. 

“We are far below our neigh- 
bors at the moment and are, as 
a result, attracting large num- 
bers of students from other 
states. Some universities are 
actually recruiting in order to 
justify more funds, etc. 

“The proposal to incréase tui- 
tion is not without merit. I feel 
that the student should pay a 
portion of the cost of his edu- 
cation. I don’t believe 1/3 is 
unreasonable. 

“To the talk T hear that some 
would make higher education 
absolutely free—as is a com- 
mon school education—I dis 
agree for the following points

“Finally, 1 simply don't be- 
lieve that everyone should go 
to college, and low individual 
costs provide exactly that in- 
centive. 

“We are even now on the 
verge of having a super-abund- 
ance of ‘educated’ papered peo- 
ple and a dearth of electricians 
and plumbers and other kinds 
of skilled people. 

“Society's attitudes are for- 
tunately changing for the bet- 
ter. We are slowly but surely 
coming to assign as much pres- 
tige to labor as we do to having 
a college degree. 

“Tt frankly think there is a 
place where colleges, institu- 
tions of higher education, can 
become too big, where adminis- 
trative difficulties and lack of 
personal identity in students 
and faculty “are — inevitable 
characteristics.

Airport Bill Delay 


The St. Louis Board of Alder- 
men defeated 22 to 6 Friday a 
move to delay consideration of 
a bill that would authorize the 
city of St. Louis to join with the 
state of Illinois in'a bj-state air- 
port authority that would con- 
struct and operate a major 
metropolitan airport on the Tlli- 
nois side of the river. ' 

The’ proposal was introduced 
by Alderwoman Mrs. Doris Bass 
who sought delay of board ac- 
tion until the state of Missouri , 
can complete a study of possi- 
ble sites for construction of an 
airport in Missouri. Joseph Ba- 
daracco, president of the board, 
was the only Republican to vote 
against the delaying resolution. 

Mrs. Bass said there are no 
guarantees that St. Louis work- 
ers would get construction jobs 
in the building work if-it is in 
the Tllinois area. She asked 
what is to become of the $200 
million airport revenue bond 
issue (for Lambert field) that 
was approved in 1968. 

‘The Federal Aviation Admi 
istration has rejected a Mi 
souri request for matching 
funds for an airport study and 
urged Missouri state officials to 
cooperate in the Illinois airport

NEW CHARTER PROTECTS 
RIGHT TO BEAR ARMS 
To the Editor: 

Voters of Illinois will go to 
the polls on Dec. 15 to. deter- 
mine whether our basic laws 
shall be re-stated in a new con- 
stitution. 

In view of the importance and 
complexity of the issues, it is 
not surprising that misunder- 
standings have arisen. One of 
these concerns the “right to 
arms” provision (Art. 1, Sec. 22) 
embodied in the proposed con- 
stitution: 

“Subject only to the police 
power, the right of the individ- 
ual citizen to keep and bear 
irms shall not be infringed.”” 

Some voters have taken alarm 
ut this resérvation of police 
power, seeing it as a loophole 
through which all manner of 
burdensome legislation might 
pour} and ultimately eradicate 
private firearms ownership. 
Nothing could be farther from 
the truth, 

The states are the repositories 
of all powers not specifically 
delegated to the federal govern- 
ment, including broad authority 
to provide for the health and 
safety of their citizens—the so- 
alled ‘police power.” 

This power has existed with- 
out regard to any constitutional 
provision from the earliest days 
of our republic and its inclusion 
here serves only to assure con- 
erned voters that — present 
tatutes will not be invalidated. 

By referring to ‘‘the individual 

tizen”” and the right to “keep” 

well as to “bear’’ arms, on 
1e other hand, Sec. guar- 
intees an individual right rather 
than a collective one, and seeks 
to assure that the “arms” in- 
volved are not limited by the 
$ of the state militia (both 

f which the courts have seen 

defects in the 2nd Amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution). 

Its substance is that a citizen 
has the right to possess 
make reasonable use of 
which law-abiding persons com- 
monly employ’ for purposes of 
recreation or the protection of 
persons and property. 

Thus, laws attempting to ban 
Il possession or use of such 
rms or laws subjecting their 
possession or use to regulations 
or taxes so onerous as to pro: 
duce that result would surely 
be invalid 

Whether we shall have a new 
llinois Constitution or not is 
now in the hands of the voters. 

They should understand, how. 
ver, that the “right to arms” 
provision would represent an 
important new safeguard for 
private firearms ownership and 
dd linois to’ the other 
tates guaranteeing their. citi-

It would be possible to talk 
for hours about potential situations which might 
arise, but the public would have a strong voice 
in governmental agencies’ tax decisions. And 
the General Assembly could withdraw author- 
ity for specific revenue plans where abuses had 
developed or seemed likely.

Legal Services 


Discussed by Illinois Bar Group 


(Tri-City and Ilinois Bar Associations) 


How does a lawyer set his 
fee? How should 
about choosing a lawyer? And 
what are the lawyer's duties to 
his client? 

These are some of the ques- 
tions answered in a new infor- 
matién ;pamphlet published by 
the Illinois State Bar Associa- 
tion, 

The pamphlet, entitled “Know 
Your Lawyer,” is available 
without’ charge by request to 
the ISBA, Illinois Bar Center, 
Springfield 62701. Include a self- 
addressed, stamped’ busine: 
size envelope. 

In the pamphlet, it is pointed 
out that when one consults a 
lawyer, he should have a frank 
discussion about fees. It goes 
on to list the factors a lawypr 
considers in’ establishing his 
fee. 

According to the pamphlet, 
the lawyer is guided by the 
following considerations, as set 
forth in the Canons of Profes- 
sional Ethics of the ISBA: 

1. Time and labor involved. 

2. The novelty and difficulty 
of the question. 

3. Whether employment 
will preclude the lawyer’s 
appearance for others in 
cases arising out of the 
same transaction or involve 
the loss of other employ- 
ment or create fritcion with 
other clients. 

4. The amount involved in 
the controversy and bene- 
fits resulting to the client. 

5. Whether the lawyer’s 
compensation is certain or

6. The character of the 
employment — whether an 
isolated case or part of a 
continuing relationship. 

7. The customary charge 
of the legal profession. 

The person who needs a law- 
yer and who is not personally 
acquainted with one or more 
attorneys may wish to obtain 
the recommendations 
of friends, the pamphlet sug- 


‘Also, it notes, in many Illi 
nois -cities the local bar asso- 
ciation maintains a lawyer re- 
ferral service which a person 
may contact to be referred to 
a competent attorney. For a 
small fee, the service may also 
arrange a brief, , no-obligation 
consultation with a lawyer. 

As to the lawyer's duty to 
his clinet, the pamphlet. points 
out that a lawyer may not dis- 
close any information imparted 
to him by his client without the 
permission of his Client, and 
must service his client with all 
his skill and by all legitimate 
means. 

However, it adds, the lawyer 
must be loyal to the adminis- 
tration of justice, of which he is 
the sworn supporter, and may 
not resort to illegal tactics or 
untruths. 

A person who is’ financially 
unable to retain a private at- 
torney should contact the local 
Legal Aid Sociéty or local bar 
association, the pamphlet ad- 
vises.

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Monsanto Co. to 
Cut 1971 Costs 
By $20 Million , = 


Monsanto Company an- 
nounced at St. Louis last week 
that non-manufacturing costs 
will be curtailed in 1971 by more 
than $20 million through a year- 
long process of reducing or 
eliminating projects and pro- 
grams not compatible with fu- 
ture growth, and by reduction 
in personnel. The announce- 
ment was made by Edward J. 
Bock, president. 

“These actions will bring the 
company’s costs for ‘sales, ad- 
ministration, research and eé 
gineering well below the fig- 
ure expended for such activi 
in 1969,” Bock said. 

In the years 1969 and 1970, 
the company has invested one- 
half billion dollars in capital im- 
provements, including a sub- 
stantial amount designed to re- 
duce costs and to replace old 
and obsolete equipment with 
new, low-cost processes and 
facilities, Bock explained, 

Elimination or scaling down 
of programs and projects, along 
with personnel _ reductions 
worldwide, have taken pla ce 
throughout 1970. A number of 
businesses have been phased 
out or sold and others will be 
dropped, Bock said. 

Cuts in Personnel 

Reductions in personnel on a 
worldwide basis have’ amounted 
to 1,300 employees since the 
first of 1970, and when addi- 
tional cutbacks already in prog- 
ress are made, this number 
will be increased to over 2,000, 
Bock added, Present worldwide 
personnel count is approximate- 
ly 60,000, 

Principal reductions in per- 
sonnel are attributable to phas- 
ing out of operations and pro- 
grams which no longer mesh 
with profit objectives, but in 
addition there have been person 
nel cuts in existing ongoing op- 
erations part of the com 
pany’s overall _cost-reduction 
program. 

“Based on results of the last 
two months, it is now apparent 
that earnings for the fourth 
quarter will be below those re- 
ported for the third quarter and 
substantially lower than re- 
sults for the comparable period 
of last year,” Bock said.

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Plan On-Job Training 
For Area ‘Dropouts’ 


Twenty-five area high school 
dropouts will be involved in an 
instructional and on - the - job 
training project at Southern Illi- 
nois University-Southwestern at 
the beginning of the winter 
quarter, 

Director of the two-year proj- 
ect,- James Owens, says the 
immediate objective for the 
first year will be to raise the 
reading level of the partici- 
pants. With the reading level 
elevated, emphasis will shift to 
preparation for the General Ed- 
ucational Development test. 

Owens, an instructor on the 
elementary education faculty, 
earned the A.B, degree from 
Harris Teachers College, and 
the masters of education from 
the University of Illinois where 
he is a doctoral candidate, He 
is a resident of St. Louis and 
joined the SIU faculty in Sep- 
tember, after serving as direc- 
tor of special programs at the 
State Community College in 
East St. Louis. 

Owens added that in order to 
maintain the necessary motiva- 
tion among the disadvantaged 
adolescents, it is essential to 
accompany instruction with the 
opportunity to engage in work 
experience which provides both 
a modest reward and the acqui- 
sition of a marketable skill, 

The on-the-job training pro- 
gram is sponsored by the Neigh- 
borhood Youth Corps of Madison 
and St, Clair Counties, The NYC 
staff will place students in vari- 
ous |positions within the univer- 
sity'and coordinate this phase 
of the program 

The instructional portion of 
the project is sponsored by the 
education Division and will util- 
ize resources of that division, 
including the Reading Center. 
The Center will provide diagno 
sis of reading difficulties, de- 
sign programs and offer’ indi- 
vidual and group instruction.

New Constitution Endorsed 
By Illinois PTA Leaders 


The Illinois Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers has endorsed 
the main package of the pro- 
posed Illin Constitution to be 
voted on tomorrow throughout 
the state, Mrs. Mary Jessee, 
legislation chairman’ for the 

ranite City Area Council of 
Parents and Teachers, reported 
today. 

The state PTA board of man- 

ers has made no -recommen- 
dations on four separately sub- 
mitted proposals—the question 
of multi-member versus single 
member districts for the House 
of Representatives; the method 
of selection of judges; the elimi- 
nation of capital punishment; 
or the age required for voting 

Decision on the’ preceding 
proposals are not touched by 
any Illinois Congress of Parents 
and Teachers policy, therefore 
no recommendation can be giv- 
en except to remind parents 
that the PTA’s primary interest 
is to meet the educational and 
welfare needs of children, Mrs 
Jessee reported. 

The proposed Constitution, in 
reference to the main package 
and not the four separate pro- 
posals, contains rhany changes, 
ICPT officials said. The PTA 
does not have positions on all 
changes, however, in the pro- 
posals which could affect edu: 
cation, the state PTA takes a 
definite position 

Major PTA Concern 

Our concerns are these, the 
PTA board of managers stated 

1. Proper financing of public 
schools with the assurance that 
every other taxpayer is paying 
his fgir share. 

2. Organization of unit school 
districts which are more, effi- 
cient administratively and more 
effective’ educationally. 

3. Creation of a state board of 
education which would institute 
long-range planning and gen- 
erally work for good éducation 

4. The appointment of a chief 
state school officer selected én 
the basis of professional com- 
petence without regard to his

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St. Mary's: Announces 
Free Lunch Program 


Officials of St. Mary's Paro- 
chial School, Madison, an- 
nounced this week the establish. 
ment of a policy to determine 
which children are eligible to 
receive free or reduced price 
lunches starting Jan. 1, 1971. 

The requirement is based 
upon the size of the family and 
annual gross family income 
Families of two persons with an 
income of $2,520 per year or 
less are eligible while a m- 
ily of three is allowed up to 
$3,120. annually. 
four may earn up to $3,720 and 
still be eligible, and a family 
of five earning $4,270 may en- 
roll their children in the free 
lunch program. 

Up to $4,820 annual earnings 
qualifies a family of and 
$5,320 is allowed for a family 
of seven. A family of eight may 
earn up to $5,820 and still quai- 
ify and after that number an 
additional $450 in annual in- 
come is allowed for each fam- 
ily member in order to qualify. 

The charge to students who 
can-pay is 35c daily. However, 
since some families may find 
it difficult to pay the full price 
for their children, the school 
will provide these lunches free 
or at a reduced price to those 
children determined eligible 
Esther Ulsomer, secretary, is 
the authority responsible "for 
making determinations. 

Families who believe 
their children may be 
for free or reduced price 
lunches are urged ito apply. 
Copies of the application form 
and information regarding pro- 
cedures for application were 
sent to parents on Dec. 9. Addi- 
tional copies may be obtained 
or the complete district policy 
may be reviewed by any inter- 
ested persen at 1621 Tenth 
Street, Madison 

The completed application, 
“signed by an adult family mem: 
ber, should be sent to Sister 
Bernadette, principal, St. Mary's 
School, 10th and Lee Streets, 
Madison. Such applications will 
be reviewed within a week and 
the family will be notified in 
writing of the decision made. 

Information provided on the 
application will be held in the 
strictest confidence: Decisions 
for approval will be based 
‘primarily on the family income 
level according, to a national 
guideline used by participating 
schools throughout the United 
States and prescribed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Any 
unusual circumstances or hard- 
ships which affect the family's 
ability to pay for the lunches 
will also be considered 

If a family is not satisfied 
with the decision made regard- 
ing their application, they may 
appeal the request to Sister 
Bernadette who will review the 
application to try to make sat- 

ci arrangements. The 

t policy. will be applied 

ly and uniformly to all chil- 
dren and will be effective Jan 
1971. Parents who believe 
may qualify are urged to 
apply as it is the sincere de- 
sire of the district. to reach 
very child who may need the 
benefit of a nutritious lunch at 
school.
